Historically, the fun-poking at 


new religious manifestations is 
an old story. It has marked the 
origin of many major Christian 
denominations, 
which 
often 


have been permanently tagged 
by it 


A few examples- 
The name. "Methodist," was 


a sarcastic barb aimed at early 
participants in the movement 
started by John Wesley at Ox- 
ford University in 1729, in- 
volving strict rules of daily 
study, worship and service to 
the poor. 


Rhyme of Day 


A rhymster of the day gibed: 


"By rule they eat. By rule they 
drink. Do all things else by rule 
but think." 


Fellow Oxford students ex- 


pressed their contempt in a va- 
riety of nicknames, such as 
"Bible bigots" and '-.Method- 
ists." Actually, Wesley later 
abandoned the rigid regime, 
and 
stressed 
a 
"felt 
ex- 


perience" of acceptance by God 
as a free gift. 


But the scoffing name stuck, 


and Methodists came to es- 
pouse it as their own. even 
though the "methodical" svs- 
tem of seeking salvanon was 
dropped at the outset. 


A similar case is tha' of the 


Society of Friends, commonh 
called Quakers. 


That name, now used in a 


positive sense, first was hurled 
at them in derision in a period 
when they were under severe 
persecution 
in 
I7th 
centun 


England. 


Put on 'nal before a magis- 


trate in Derby, their founder, 
George Fox. told the judge he 
should ''tremble at the word of 
God." Thereafter, scoffers re- 


ferred to them as shakers or 
-Quakers."'

But they came to use the 


name themselves. 


It is a similar story for the 


Lutherans, started by the refor- 
mer Martin Luther in 16th cen- 
tury Germany in a break from 
Roman Catholicism. 


Opponents jeered his follow- 


ers as "Luthern" dissenters 
from the Church, although they 
themselves 
contended 
they 


were 
upholding the Church 


more rightly. 


But gradually they came to 


accept 
ihe 
designation, 
al- 


though Luther himself objected 
to it. Most European Lutheran 
churches use the name, '"Evan- 
gelical." but also affirm they 
are Lutheran, a name formally 
used in this country. 


Reproach 


Tne Jesuits .the largest men's 


religious 
order 
in 
Roman 


Catholicism, is called officially 
the Society of Jesus, but it also 
got its more commonly used 
name as a term of reproach. 


Started by Ignatius of Ixnola 


in the 16th century, critics con- 
temptuously called his follow- 
ers "Jesuits" for their dis- 
ciplined conduct and thought. A 
papal decree banned the order 


for 40 years, but it was re- 
stored. 


And the name, once used in 


scorn, now is used with honor- 
able connotations. 


Baptists, 
originally 
called 


separatists, got their name 
from their insistence that per- 
sons could be rightly baptized 
only at the age of reason, in- 
stead of in infancy. 


At their outset in 17th century 


Holland, babies that had been 
baptized were rebaptized when 
they became older. Early adhe- 
rents were called "baptizers"— 
or as now used, Baptists. 


Even the early Christians 


first got that appellation in 
mockery by Greek and Roman 
pagans, 
who 
called 
them 


"Christ-ers" or "Christians.'' 
Tne missionsary-apostle, Paul, 
writes that believers first were 
called by that name at Antioch. 
The new faith was illegal under 
the early Roman Empire, and 
faced wide persecution. 


But the epistle of Peter ad- 


\ises that the name should be 
bravely and proudly borne, 
even if punished. "If one suf- 
fers 
as 
a 
Christian," 
the 


apostle writes, "let him not be 
ashamed, but under that namt 
let him glorify God."

Permanent licensure has come 
under his critical eye, as he has implied 
that health care workers would be sub- 
ject to periodical review cf their prac- 
tice rights. The state may be involved in 
distribution, as when one community 
has a surfeit of surgeons while another 
suffers from a lack of their ser1. ices, he 
has indicated. 


For those \\ho ha\ e an orthodox 


\ iew of health care, these are daring 
ideas, indeed. Notwithstanding, no at- 
tentive person will care to deny that in 
the state as in the country as a whole 
there are few issues more sensitively 
popular than the economics and 
availability of health service. A 
balanced judgment will recognize that 
reality while cautioning the sometimes 
impetuous Chairman Carley that there 
are thousands of devoted health service 
professionals who are thoroughly aware 
of such problems and were concerned 
about them long before he ascended the 
stumo. 


Horse-Shedding Hubert 


Hugh Sidey. veteran Life magazine 


White House columnist who demon- 
strates again and again a wealth of news 
sources, has told an interesting story of 
the 1964 selection of Hubert Humphrey 
as the Democratic vice presidential 
nominee. 


The surface news at the party's 


Atlantic City convention that summer 
was that President Johnson would send 
down the word from on high at the last 
minute, and Johnson proved to be a 
master at keeping what little suspense 
the convention had going until he an- 
nounced Humphrey's selection. But that 
wasn't quite all there was to it. 


Sidey reports that Johnson sum- 


moned James Rowe, an attorney and 
political assistant early in the summer 
and said he wanted Humphrey "horse- 
shedded." In Texas at least, this'is an old 
lawyer's term meaning the lawyer takes 
his client out behind the horse shed 
before a court appearance to question 
him vigorously about the real facts are. 
. Rowe prepared four pages of ques- 
tions and called Humphrey to his home 
for a dining room table interrogation 
one Saturday afternoon. How much 
money did he have, Humphrey was 
asked. Who had the mortgage on his 


house? What was the state of his 
physical and mental health? Why had 
Humphrey been turned down for health 
reasons in World War II? Any outside 
women in his past? For whom did his 
relatives work and what did they make? 


When Humphrey was summoned 


from Atlantic City to get the word, the 
ROY. e report was on the President's desk 
along with other documents. Johnson 
then repeated some of the tougher 
questions of Humphrey himself. 


There is an interesting footnote. In 


!96S. Humphrey called Rowe to have 
him go through the same horse-shed- 
ding operation with New Jersey Gov. 
Richard Hughes, then high on the list as 
Humphrey "s choice for vice pi esident. A 
little later when Humphrey began to 
think in terms of Sen. Edmund Muskie 
as his running mate. Rowe again got the 
assignment. 


The story, ot course, has relevance 


now because ot the way in which Sen. 
Thomas E&gleton £ot the Democratic 
vice presidential nomination last 
month. To man>, the story also will be a 
comparative commentary on the 
preparation ot Johnson. Humphrey and 
Sen. George McGovern to be a 
presidential nominee.

caused considerable drainoff 
of water from the Don and 


Kuban rhers, two key es- 
tuaries to the sea. 


The loss of fresh water has 


brought an influx of the sal- 
tier water from the Black Sea 
into the Sea of Azov, des- 
troying fish that had been 
accustomed to a lower salt 
content. 


The dam across Kerch 


Strait would be designed to 
keep the waters of the Black 
Sea from entering the Sea of 
Azov and hopefully restore 
the smaller body of water to 
its original saline content. 


Soviet 
engineers 
are 


making a survey of the area. 
They envisage a dam across 
the strait between 
the 


northeastern tip of the 
Crimean Peninsula and a 
narrow tongue of land, the 
Chushka Sandspit on the 
Caucasus side of the strait. 


The project would involve 


the building of a dike nearly 
one mile long on 
the 


Caucasus side of the strait 
and an adjoining two-mile 
regulating dam with shipping 


locks and iloodg^tes on the 
Crimean side. 


According to preliminary 


estimates, the dam would 
cost 3240 million and increase 
to S360 million if the struc- 
ture is to be used as a bridge, 
replacing a railroad ferry that 
crosses the strait just south 
of the dam site. 


Before 
the 
ecological 


problems arose, the Sea of 
Azov yielded about 300.000 
tons of fish a year, including 
sturgeon, carp and a type of 
pike perch known as zander. 


After engineers had con- 


structed reservoirs and irri- 
gation works on the Don 
and 
Kuban 
rivers, 
the 


spawning places of fish in 
delta areas were laid dry and 
by 1960 the fish catch had 
been reduced by 50 per cent. 


The ambitious project 


reflects a growing awareness 
by Soviet authorities of the 
negative impact of such in- 
dustrial activities en the en- 
vironment.
